men were killed trying to reach 44 
men entombed by the biast. 

Rescue crews saved 113 other 
miners, mos{ of whom were af- 


‘fected by the death-dealing black 


damp which followed a noon-day 
blast. The 44 were cut off from 
fresh air and entombed behind a 
rock barrier, 

While rescue crews battered at 
the rock wall—some thought it 
would take all night to break 
through—efforts were made to 
force fresh air down the 90-foot 
shaft to the men. 

A revised check by R. L. Ireland, 
company president, showed that 
157 men were in the huge mine 
shaft when the accident occurred. 
Many gained safety through the 


air shaft at the end of the three- 


mile long drift or horizontal mine. 
Killed in Rescue Effort. 

John Richards, mine _ superin- 
tendént, and Howard Sanders, tip- 
ple boss, were killed in a daring 
rescue effort, by black damp, a 
gas which forms in mines after an 
explosion. 

Nick Polecy and George Griffith 


_were in Martins Ferry Hospital 


and Peter Taylor and Charles 
Kluskey in Bellaire Hospital. Polecy 
was burned about the face and 
arms and the others were gassed, 
Griffith seriously. Polecy and Grif- 
fith were with Richards and Sand- 
ers in the fatal rescue effort.

000 which was made available to 
former executives of the Union 
Electric So. has been obtained by 
agents of the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission in their in- 
vestigation of the utility’s prac- 
tices, the Post-Dispatch learned 
last night.

50 per cent of the $38,000 annual 
retainer drawn from 41933 until 
1938 by Benjamin P. Alschuler, 
widely known utilities lawyer, of 
Aurora, Iil. 

- Alschuler was named, in last 
week’s perjury indictment of Frank 
Boehm, former executive vice 
president of the Union Electric Co., 
as one of the attorneys who made 
kickbacks of portions of their fees 
to Boehm and other officers of the 
utility. The perjury charged in the 
indictment was that Boehm had de- 
nied this practice existed. 

Alschuler, as the Post-Dispatch 
told last Friday, would neither af- 
firm nor deny an incident related 
to the Post-Dispatch by Oscar F. 
Funk, former  vice- ident in 

accounting e Union 
Electric Co. and its subsidiaries, in 
which Alschuler was said to have 
sent $19,000 in cash from Spring- 
field, Ill., to Boehm, with Funk de- 
livering the money. 

The Aurora lawyer represented 
the Union Electric Co. for about 
10 years, collecting fees of as much 
as $50,000 a year, including the 
$38,000 retainer which he received 
for six years. 

Other slush funds which have re- 
cently come to light were $85,000 re- 
ceived by the Union Electric Co. ex- 
ecutives as rebates on insurance 
premiums, and $70,000 kicked back 
on contracts for equipment. These 
funds were handled in cash, with- 
out being recorded on the com- 
pany’s books. 


$10,000 MYSTERY 
CHECK DISCLOSED

other large checks, drawn on a

which they were issued.

21 Republics Object

Consequent Scuttling of Nazi 
Ship Off Brazil. 


WASHINGTON, March 16 
(AP).—The 24 American nations 
protested to Great Britain today 
against naval action in Brazilian 
waters and once more appealed to 
belligerents to keep the war away 
from the American neutrality zone. 


The protest, made- public today 
by the State Department, resulted 
from scuttling of the 3771-ton Ger- 
man freighter Wakama off the 
Brazilian coast Feb. 12 after it 
had been intercepted by British 
warshi 3 

The protest was submitted to the 
British' Government by President 
Augusto Boyd of Panama. 

Text of Protest, 

The State Department’s§  an- 
nouncement said that following 
the procedure of consultation pro- 
vided in the declaration of Panama, 
the 21 American republics agreed 
upon the following statement which 
the President of the Repbulic of 
Panama transmitted today in their 
names to King George VI of Great 
Britain: 

“I have the honor to bring to 
the attention of your majesty that 
on the 14th of February, the Gov- 
ernment of the United States of 
Brazil informed me as follows: 

“I have to advise Your Excel- 
lency that on Feb. 12, last, the 
German freighter Wakama was 
sunk by its own crew about 15 
miles. frem. the Brazilian. coast

As from the pro- 
cedure of the English war vessel 
there results a hostile act clas-

BRITISH MYSTERY SHI 
TRILED BY US. PATROL 


Steamer That Sent S O S Is 
Thought to Be Supplying 
Warships in Caribbean. 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, March 
16 (AP).—The 4562-ton British 
steamer Southgate, which two 
weeks ago flashed a mysterious 
distress signal, is still in waters 
near Puerto Rico under constant 
surveillance by the United States 
neutrality patrol, naval sources as- 
serted today. 

The theory is held in -hese quar- 
ters that the Southgate, roving in- 
side the American neutrality zone, 
is supplying British warships. This 
has been bolstered by the disclo- 
sure that it was sighted two days 
ago in Mona passage, between 
Puerto Rico and the Dominican 
Republic. 

The Southgate drew world-wide 
attention March 1, when, from a 
position 160 miles northeast of 
Puerto Rico, it sent out an SSS, 
radio signal often interpreted in 
wartime as a distress call due to 
a submarine. The next day it was 
sighted by United States naval 
planes, apparently unharmed, and 
the signal was never explained: and 
on Thursday it was seen in Mona 
passage by flying boats of the neu- 
trality patrol, 300 miles southeast 
of the point from which it called 
for help, and headed northeast 
again. The supply boat theory of- 
fers the only apparent explanation 
of its mysterious movements, naval 
sources said. 

Naval informants said orders 
from Washington are to track the 
Southgate into port so the United 
States Government may have some 
explanation of why it sent its dis- 
tress signal and then became si- 


lent. As far as naval authorities 
know, it has not touched port since.

SINGLE AIR ATTACK 
MIGHT SHUT CANAL 


Tells Senators Raid by as 
Few as 24 Bombers Like- 
ly Would Block Passage 
for Months. 


WASHINGTON, March 16 (AP). 
—A War Department estimate that 
as few as 24 i0stile bombers in 
a single rai might block the Pan- 
ama Canal for months was dis- 
closed today. 

In testimony taken by the Sen- 
ate Appropriations Committee be- 
hind closed doors, Brigadier-Gen- | 
eral George V. Strong of the gen-| 
eral staff said the lispatch of such 
a force was “well wit' in the capa- 
bilities of several foreign Powers.” 

Though the canal’s garrison has 
been strongly reinforced since the 
European war started, ‘ten. Strong 
reported that recent exhaustive 
studies and tests by military offi- 


cials had shown that air attacks |f 


could be “readily” made daily from 

a single aircraft carrier or from a 

relatively small land air base. 
Sabotage Also Feared. 

Even more feared, he said, is sab- 
otage, particularly by & ship laden 
with hidden explosives. 

Strong was testifying in support | 
of President Roosevelt's request | 
for a $15,000,000 appropriation to’ 
start work on a $277,000,000 third | 
set of canal locks. The House | 
struck the item from the War De- 
partment's civil functions appro 
priation. A House committee ar- 
gued that so little preliminary 
work had beer done that the ex- 
penditure could be postponed with- 
out delaying completion of the 
locks four to six years hence. 

Strong contended, however, that 
haste was so essential in view of 
unsettled world conditions that 
“we will be fortunate indeed if the 
vital need of assured passage, 
through the canal does not con- 
front us before such construction 
can be completed.” 

“Armed Forces Not Enough.” | 

Strong is director of the army's, 
war plans division. He testified | 
that armed forces alone would not | 
guarantee full protection against | 
sabotage and aerial bombardment 
and thus could not make certain 
that the fleet could shuttle be- 
tween the Atlantic and Pacific in | 
an emergency. — 

The War Department believed, 
he’ said, that the projected third 
set of locks, to be reserved exclu- 
sively for the navy in an emer- 
gency, would reduce sabotage and 
bombing hazards by at least 50 
per cent. : 

Under existing conditions, and 
in the light of the present devel- 
opment of weapons, the canal is 
reasonably safe from attack from 
surface vessels, he asserted. 

Strong said his views as to the 
canal’s vulnerability to attack from 
the air were based on conclusions 
of a recent study by the army to 
determine the destructive effects 
of bombs of different sizes on vital

OREIGN correspondents in 
F Shanghai will be shepherded to 

Nanking Tuesday to witness 
the first act of a political spectacle 
culminating probably in the often 
delayed Chinese Government of 
Wang Ching-wei. 

The stage is set, the actors are 
in place and soft music of propa- 
ganda is being played. But it is 
doubtful if even the hundreds of 
buckets of fresh paint splashed 
around Nanking can obliterate the 
unfavorable circumstances into 
which the Wang administration is 
being born. 

The new Japanese-sponsored gov- 
ernment certainly will enjoy wider 
powers of better quality than the 
various puppet administrations it 
is swallowing. However, enough 
information has~leaked out about 
the basic terms of the Govern- 
ment’s establishment to make it 
clear that real independence will 
be impossible for a long time, if 
at all. : 

The mere fact that nearly 1,000,- 
000 Japanese soldiers are still on 
Chinese soil with no immediate 
prospect of withdrawal, itself is 
enough to make any pretensions of 
independence ridiculous. 
Majority Antagonistic. 

Despite resolutions of support 
pouring in from _ rubber-stamp 
“neople’s organizations,” there is 
The 
majority of the people are antag- 
onistic and a fair m@ercentage apa- 
thetic, only a miniscule proportion 
showing genuine sympathy. 

Regional] puppets are arriving in 
Nanking in large numbers for the 
meeting of the Central Political 
Council, slated for April 20. With- 
in the following 10 days the new 
government may be proclaimed. 

Instead of giving Wang Ching- 
wie some much-needed face by 
evacuating Nanking and _ turning 
over the walled capital to Wang's 
government, the Japanese have 
made only a few half-hearted ges- 
tures. Several former Government 
buildings have been turned over to 
Wang and Japanese shopkeepers 
lining the main street have been 
ordered to move to less conspicu- 
ous locations. 

The Chinese will not be permit- 
ted, however, to forget the Jap- 
anese army, for the military con- 
tinues to occupy Nanking’s most 
conspicuous building, the former 
Foreign Ministry, in the heart of 
the city. 

Wang's government will be or- 
ganized similar to the one at 
Chungking, with five Yuans and 
about 14 Ministries. It is expected 
that Wang and his lieutenant, 


Chow Fu-hai, will hold the key!

HE young Lieutenant in charge 
Te the Wintersdorfer Railway 

bridge is six feet, six inches 
tall, but he seems to think this is 
an asset rather than a liability 
under the circumstances: 

“They won’t shoot—they’ll know 
who it is,” he says brightly. So 
he makes his way through the bar- 
ricades at the German end of the 
bridge and walks out toward the 
French end. The Rhine is perhaps 
600 feet wide at this point and the 
bridge looks about 750 feet long. 
There is a machine-gun post at the 
French end of the bridge and a 
French bunker to the left of the 
bridge on the river bank below. 
The Lieutenant’s conduct, accord- 
ingly, seems singularly ‘foolish to 
a mere layman, 


The Lieutenant is determined, 
though, to show what friendly 
terms he and his men are on with 
the Poilus on the other bank. Tall, 
slender, unconcerned, he walks 
across the bridge with long, swing- 
ing strides unti! he is within 350 
feet of the. machine gun pointing 
straight at him down the tracks. 
The French have blown up the 
bridge at this point; the Lieuten- 
ant would have to scramble across 
on the twisted girders to get any 
farther. So he stops. He makes 
a megaphone with Mis hands and

“Hey, ‘Poilus!” he 
“Come on out and 


selves!” 


No Move by French. 

The French must hear the Lieu- 
tenant. They can’t very well help 
hearing him, to say nothing of see- 
ing him. He makes a magnificent 
target, all°6 feet 6 inches of him. 
But. the poilus don’t show them- 
selves. There is no sign of life on 
the other bank. 

The Lieutenant shouts again and 
again, but in vain. The poilus are 
in an unsociable mood. , So the 
Lieutenant comes back to his bar- 
ricades, as unconcerned with his 
back to the French machine guns 
as he was when he had been walk- 
ing toward them. 

“Tell you what,” he says, “we'll 
see if some music will bring them 
out.” 

From his command bunker he tel- 
ephones down to the crews of two 
more bunkers on the river bank be- 


low: 
“Give the poilus some music and 


try to get them to come out,” he 
says. 
Bunker crews are as obliging as 


{their Lieutenant. One sends out a 


man with an accordion. He climbs 
on top of the bunker and proceeds 
to serenade the French. The other 
crew does even better—sends out a 
yodeler. He, too, climbs on top of 
his bunker, in full view of the 
French, and yodels. 

Between the two of them, the ac- 
cordion player and the yodeler, they 
make enough noise to wake the 
dead. The whole Rhine Valley 
rings with it. 

The men even dance up and down 
on top of their bunkers and wave 
their arms and shout. They beg 
and plead with the French to come 
out and be friendly. But it’s no 
use. Three Poilus get out of an 
armored railroad car just beyond 
the end of the bridge, walk slowly 
into the patch of woods beside the 
tracks, but they ignore the antics 
on the German side—and so does 
everybody else on the French bank. 

The Lieutenant is disappointed 
in the French.” He is almost vexed 
with them. But finally, he has to 
confess himself beaten and* gives 
up. The concert is called off and 
the party adjourns to the canteen 
for. fluid consolation. 


One Social Event. 

The idea of a French-German 
social afternoon at Wintersdorfer 
bridge began with the story of the 
time the: Germans gave the French 
a radio set and got a cow in re- 
turn: 

One night the Germans invited 
the French to send two men over 
for dinner and the French did so. 


It was a pleasant occasion alto- 
gether and the Germans, in a burst 
of hospitality, asked the French if 
there was anything they especially 
lacked in their bunkers and would 
like to have. Yes, said the French 
there was—a radio set. Nothing 
simpler, said the, Germans, and 
gave them one, 

The French were pleased. They 
were touched. They took the radio 
set back with them across the 
bridge that night.. The next day, to 
show their gratitude, they butch- 
ered a cow. Then, on the four fol- 
lowing nights, they carried the beef 
over the bridge, cut by cut. Sev- 
eral pieces fell into the Rhine on 
the way, but most of them got 
over safely. 

“So you see, they are friendly 
enough when they want to be,” says 
the young lieutenant. “I don’t 
know why they wouldn’t come out 
today.”

Uprooted Finns 
Real Story May 
Never Be Told 


Shortage of Vehicles 
Given as Reason 
for Barring Press 
From Area.

HELSINKI, March 16. 

HE most tragic episode of the 
oT caihs Russian-Finnish war is 

now occurring as an estimated 
100,000 men, women and children 
are packing all their movable be- 
longings, leaving their empty homes 
behind them and jamming the rail- 
roads and: highways of Southeast- 
ern Finland in a desperate effort 
to leave the areas seized by the 
Soviet Union before the Red army 


moves in. 

Once again humanity is being up- 
rooted to satiate the thirst for pow- 
er of implacable dictatorship, but 
these scenes of sacrifice and heart- 
break—as much as the full realiza- 


tion of what they mean is needed 
in the outside world—cannot_ be 
communicated to the public in oth- 
er lands in anything approaching 
their stark reality. The true story 
cannot be presented to the world’s 
conscience because it cannot be 
seen by foreign journalists. 

The Finnish authorities an- 
corre- 
spondents yesterday and made it 
more .emphatic today. The expla- 
nation’ is that all available con- 
veyances. are required to move 
evacuees and their household ef- 
fects and indeed an enormous num- 
ber of busses as well as railway 
coaches will be needed for this ur- 
gent task. An order has also been 
given that all coaches, must enter 
evacuation areas empty, and it is 
being rigidly enforced. 


Despite the magnitude of the. 
problem, however, it is difficult to 
imagine that one or two busses, 
or several automobiles, could not be 
made available in Helsinki in order 
to permit the world’s press to pub- 
lish dispatches which should pave 
the way for several millions of dol- 
lars in contributions toward the aid 
of Finland’s 500,000 evacuees, This 
aspect apparently has not im- 
pressed the Finnish authorities, as 
unfortunate as this seems to friend- 
ly observers here., One can ‘only 
guess whether other matters be- 


side transportation difficulties have 


influenced the decision. 

In any case, the real story of this 
cruel evacuation cannot be told nor 
can the withdrawal of Finnish

Feared Red Victory. 


But a complete Russian victory 
would have been a defeat for Ger- 
many. Such a victory would not 
only have left Russia badly 
strained and unable to hélp Ger- 
many this spring and summer; it 
would also have put Russian armies 
on the border of what is now the 
frontier between Sweden,.and Fin- 
land within easy striking distance 
of those rich Swedish iron mines 
which are vital to Germany as the 
source of her best steel, and in 
equally close reach of the coveted 
Norwegian port of Narvik. Con- 
trolling both of these, Russia would 
be established as an Atlantic pow- 
er, with Germany’s steel] supply at 
her mercy. Controlling the south- 
ern coast of Finland, Russia could 
also threaten the Prussian coast. 
So for the distance future, as 
well as the immediate present, Ger- 
many had every reason for want- 
ing to stop the war in Finland. 
There is in England, which I

her traditional neutrality to give 
effective aid to the Finns, the 
Nazis were in no- position to back 
up these threats. They could of 
course, easily invade Denmark, but 
to attempt to cross the straits to 
Sweden—that would have been an- 
other matter. 

The Swedish coast artillery, all 
military authorities agree, is the 
best in the world. It also goes 
without saying that the minute 
Germany made a move against 
Sweden, the British and French 
would have instantly: moved. in to 
help the Sw , and this would 
have made n attempts to 
land on the coast of Sweden as cost- 
ly as the Gallipoli disaster was to 
the British in the last war. 
Bombing Danger. 

Furthermore, once the British 
and the French were installed in 
Sweden, their bombing planes 
would have been only a few hours 
from Berlin and the other big in- 
dustrial and rail centers of North 
Germany, hitherto protected from 
serious air bombing by their dis- 
tance from any Allied flying field. 
In additiun the coast of East Prus- 
sia is very badly defended, -for 
heretofore the only power which 
might have menaced it was Rus- 
sia, which had no navy of any 
consequence, and the coastal forti- 
fications of East Prussia were 
scaled accordingly. A landing on 
this coast for the British and 
French, once they were firmly 
based in Scandinavia, is not un- 
thinkable.

Up to midnight Friday, when 
the deadline for making returns 
was reached, the unofficial guess 
was that a 30 per cent, or $150,- 
000,000, increase’ over ‘the tax total 
a year ago might be attained. 

But tallies from several impor- 
tant collection districts showed .to- 
day increases well in excess of that 
figure, although in others the per- 
centage of increase was compara- 
tively moderate. 

The Michigan district, home of 
the automobile industry, reported 
unofficially that collections were 
running 80 per cent above a year 
ago. Oregon reported a 42 per 
cent increase and the Washington- 
Alaska district noted that collec- 
tions in the first two months of 
this year ran about 40 per cent 
ahead of a year ago. The first 
California district had a 38 per 
cent rise.

Famous St. Louis Grain Pit 
Gives Way toa Blackboard |=. oo ny 


Millfeed Men Take Over But Exchange Will 


Preserve Scene of 64 Years’ Trading 
in Billions of Bushels. 


The grain pit of the Merchants’ 
Exchange of St. Louis, where bil- 
lions of bushels of ‘wheat, corn, and 
oats have been bought and sold and 


fortunes made and lost, was dis- 
after 64 years 
of. service. In its place will be 
erected a blackboard, for quotations 
of mill feed futures. 

The old pit, long the scene of 
trading in grain futures, was 
placed out of the way in the north 
end of the big hall on the second 
floor of the exchange building at 
Third and Chestnut streets where 
it will stand as a memento of days 
before the era of legitstation which 
curtailed trading in futures. 

It has been several years since 


there has been any. grain trading 


activity in.the old pit. The mill 
feed men have been using it and 
the blackboard, which will be 
placed in service tomorrow, is more 
suitable for their transactions. 
Second Largest Market. 

Time was when the pit was the 
center of the second largest grain 
market in the country. Trading 
in futures in St. Louis was ex- 
ceeded only in the Chicago market. 
Minneapolis came third, the three 
markets constituting the nation’s 
primary grain trading centers. 

Once the pit was the scene of 
wild jubilation or disconsolate de- 
spair as trading coups were exe- 
cuted or defeated. Traders milled 
frantically about its center, some 
30 feet in diameter, climbed up and 
down the three walnut steps lead- 
ing to its rim, Often congratula- 
tory handshakes would be _  ex- 
changed and shirt-sleeved. grain 
speculators would indulge in im- 
promptu jigs. The steps are worn 
with the tread of many feet. 

At the north end of the pit was 
perched the recorder, who jotted 
down myriad transactions and busi- 
ly surveyed the scene from a pul- 
pit-like rostrum. Trading hours be- 
gan at the clang of a gong at 9:30 
a. m. and ended on the stroke of 
1:15 p. m. When the closing gong 
sounded it often signalized a rush 
of the traders of yesterday to the 
old Planters’ Mouse nwar, directly 
across Fourth street, where’ the 
varying fortunes of the day were 
discussed. 

Installed in 1875. 

The pit was installed when the 
building was erected in 1875 but 
the exchange proper dates back 
104 years to a day in 1836 when it 
was organized by 25 citizens, who 
termed it “The St. Louis Chamber 
of Commerce.”,Its meeting places 
ranged from a room in a build- 
ing on Main street, destroyed in 
the great fire of 1849, to the base- 
ment of a church. At first, meet- 
ings were for purposes of general 
discussion but gradually trading 
began and for years it was the 
focal point of St. Louis business. 

When the present building was 
opened, on Dec. 21, 1875, it was 
proclaimed to be “the pioneer corn 
exchange in this country, our 
chamber taking the lead in bring- 
ing together the buyers and the 
sellers with their samples for the 
purpose of facilitating their daily 
intercourse and trade.” :

He started practice in part- 
nership with a half-brother, Ran- 
delphi Guggenheimer, and a broth- 
er, Isaac Untermyer. A younger 
brother, Maurice Untermyer was 
admitted later and in 1895 Louis 
Marshall joined the firm which 
then became Guggenheimer, Unter- 
myer & Marshall. 

Rise to Fame and Wealth. 


In his early years Samuel Unter- 
myer was essentially a trial lawyer 
and while still in his 20’s he had the 
reputation of making more appear- 
ances in court than any other in- 
dividual member of the bar. 

On Aug. 9, 1880, he married Min- 
nie Carl of New York, a gentile 
whom he had converted to Jewry. 
She djed Aug. 16, 1924. A daugh- 
ter and two sons who followed 
their father’s profession, were born

One of Highest Paid Lawyers. 

Winning wealth and fame as one 
of the highest paid corporation law- 
yers in the United States, he turned 
in his late years to internationalism 


in behalf of the oppressed of his} 


race as Zionist and philanthropist. 
Elected . president in November, 
1934, of “the World Non-Sectarian 
Anti-Nazi Council to Champion Hu- 
man Rights,” he directed a wide- 
spread boycott against Nazi Ger- 
many. 

One of his notable early cases 
came in 1885 when he represented 
John F. Betz of Philadelphia in a 
suit against a New York lawyer, 
the allegation being conspiracy with 
Betz’ New York partners to issue 
notes for which the Philadelphian 
would be liable. After a hearing 
lasting two weeks Untermyer ob- 
tained a judgment for $52,000, this 
being the first, case in which gn 
attorney had been made personally 
responsible for damages resulting 
from advising clients to commit a 
fraud. 

His defense of Asa Bird Gardiner 
against attempts to remove. Gar- 
diner from office as District Attor- 
ney of New York was’‘a milestone 
of his early practice. 

He was counsel for severai labor 
unions, often defended the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, but ence 
he saw fit to excoriate the Jewish 
Bakers’ Union as “dictatorial.” 

In one of the largest land deals 
of record, he arranged in 1921 for 
the purchase by an American syn- 
dicate of the properties of the 
Archduke Frederick of Austria, 
valued at $200,000,000 and scattered 
in seven countries. 

He was counsel for James Hazen 
Hyde when an attempt was made 
to oust Hyde from control of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society. 
Out of this grew the 1905 investiga- 
tion of life insurance companies, 
a hearing which made a national 
reputation for Charles Evans 
Hughes and resulted in widespread 
reforms in insurance laws. 

H: Clay Pierce retained Unter- 
myer to conduct a notable legal 
fight following dissolution of the 
Standard Oil Co. by decree of the 
Supreme Court in 1911. Control of 
the Pierce Oil Co. was at stake, 
Untermyer’s client claiming ‘there 
had been no real dissolution of the 
Standard and that stockholders of 
the Pierce were being deprived of 
the management of their property. 
Untermyer called as witnesses the 
men who controlled Standard and 
the case finally was settled by sale 
of the controlling interest in the 
Pierce company to the plaintiff in- 
terests. 

The rights of minority stockhold- 
ers became one of Untermyer’s pet 
fields and he engaged in many 
cases on that question. 


A. P. vs. LN. 8. 


In 1917 he defended the Interna- 
tional News Service in a suit filed 
against it by the Associated Press 
for “pirating” news. He lost the 
case when Judge Augustus N. Hand 
of the United States District Court 
in New York granted an injunc- 
tion against International News, 
but carried it to the Supreme Court 
where he met another adverse de- 
cision. That case definitely decided 
that there was a property right in 
news. 

The peak of Untermyer’s divorce 
practice probably came in 1922, In 
that year he represented Helen EI- 
wood Stokes in litigation ‘against 
W. E. D. Stokes, handled the case 
of Geraldine Farrar, opera singer, 
when she sued Lou Tellegen, actor, 
and was retained by Alexander 
Smith Cochran, millionaire carpet 
manufacturer, in the case brought 
against him by Ganna Walska, Po- 
lish soprano, who six weeks later 
became the wife of Harold F. Mc- 
Cormick. 

One of his unpleasant experiences 
came when the United States en- 
tered the World War. He was 
charged with disseminating Ger- 
man propaganda, an alleged report 
by Capt. Richard Boy-Ed, German 
naval attache, listing him as “ju- 
dicial and legal-political adviser of 
the imperial embassy.” The charges 
were disproved quickly before a 
senatorial committee. 

In March, 1917, he organized the 
American League of Jewish Pa- 
triots, embracing publishers and 
leading Jewish newspapers. This 
organization opened a chain of en- 
listment stations which Untermyer 
financed from his own pocket until 
Congress passed the draft law. 

Active. in Public Affairs. 

Untermyer’s part in public af- 
fairs was extensive. He was a mem- 
ber of the International High Com- 
mission which met in Buenos Aires 
in April, 1916, to draw up for Pan- 
American countries yniform laws 
on subjects involving inter-govern- 
imental concern, 

He served as president of the Pal- 
estine Foundation nd and as 
vice-president of the can Jew- 
ish Congress. Honorary citizenship 
granted to him by the city of Tel-

The master plan, which is 
being distributed among the citi- 
zens, declared that opening of any 
part of the city to apartments 
“would invite speculation, result in 
undue concentration of population 
and make it extremely difficult to 
prevent the spreading of this use 
throughout the city.” 

Against Apartments. 

The plan report, by Harland 
Bartholomew & Associates, added 
that apartments would overburden 
school and sewer facilities, enhance 
property values for a few. owners 
but seriously depreciate the value 
of surrounding property, and re- 
quire costly additional govern- 
mental services. There was plenty 
of space elsewhere for apartments, 
it was stated, instead of in Ladue, 
“where the overwhelming majority 


of people own their homes and 


where they have come in the hope 
they could avoid this class of urban 
development.” 

Ladue, lying west of Clayton, 
Richmond Heights and Brentwood, 
could accommodate a 10,000 popu- 
lation within its present limits un- 
der the present zoning regulations 
for large lots, said the report, which 
declared this was enough to assure 
an economical administrative unit, 
but that a larger population might 
“tend to destroy the present spa- 
cious character which the city now 
enjoys.” .

Ladue is the largest city in St.

4588 acres, compared with 3712 
in University City, the largest in 
population.

Finland’s Defeat. 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
] WAS amazed to witness the lack of 
perception shown by the public’s re- 
action to news of Finland’s surrender. 

Although for some years apathy has 
characterized the attitude of most Amer- 
icans toward the changing patterns of 
the European picture, I had hoped the 
valiant gesture of gallant Finland would 
stimulate concern for the preservation 
of democratic institutions and ideals. I 
felt that shame, if nothing else, would 
accomplish this. 

Beyond some passive support from the 
grandstand, however, the tragedy of Fin- 
land unfolded before an unappreciative 
audience. This fact is self-evident when 
one remembers the hair-splitting equivo- 
cation which marked the congressional 
debate on the question of a Finnish loan. 

The loss of Allied prestige evolving out 
of Finland’s capitulation cannot at the 
moment be measured, but it is certain 
that in one fell swoop England and 
France have been placed on the defen- 
sive. By reason of chis fact, the des- 
tiny of the United States moves swiftly 
toward military participation in the war. 
Distasteful though this thought may be, 
to me it seems inevitable. 

Our eyes have been blinded by Europe’s 
physical distance from our shores. Con- 
veniently forgetting the existence of 
moral obligation, ignoring the future in 
the name of an expediency dictated by a 
fear of present reality, we shirked our 
responsibility as the patron saint of 
democracy. : 

But our sins shall seek us out, and the 
irresistible force of necessity shall shape 
our fate. In desperation, we shall fight, 
and likely we shall win, but upon the 
altar of freedom shall be lain the broken 
blossoms of the nation’s youth. I wonder 
if they, too, shall die in vain?

More Machines and Fewer Jobs. 

Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
RECENT news item reported that 
Senator O’Mahoney of Wyoming has 

proposed a tax on machines which are 

used “more than average,” and a bonus 
for manufacturers who use a greater 
ratio of man power in production. 

O’Mahoney’s taxation plan to correet 
this problem can be classed as little 
more than a stop-gap measure which still 
would not take the profit out of ma- 
chines, nor could it demote the extent 
of their use in favor of using more labor. 
Furthermore, the plan would not put 
back to work the several million already 
displaced by machines. 

This sounds to me like another conflict 
of American life, one of the most con- 
tradictory we have ever faced.

This is something tough and 
vicious that won't have much respect for 
laws. It is not the type of conflict be- 
tween men and men that we are ac- 
customed to, but a great and fearful con- 
flict between men and machines. 

We may as well put technological un- 
employment down on the books for what 
it is—something we haven't seen before, 
but something we'll have to see a lot of 
from now on—until we get rid of it.

SCANDINAVIA TO ARMS. 

The discussion of a Scandinavian defense alliance, | 
begun immediately after Finland’s surrender to Rus-| 
sia, may seem at this distance merely another of 
those compacts férced upon Europe’s smaller nations 
by necessities of the moment ‘and fears of the future. 
Actually, it represents a sweeping reversal of policy 
by the Scandinavian countries, the sacrifice of an 
ideal of non-militarism and neutrality that can no 
longer stand on a war-torn continent. 

The fears which propel these Northern nations 
toward the formal alliance they had shunned for 


the Finns to subservience, who knows what her in- 


grave potential menace—Germany. Denmark, in 
particular, smallest and weakest of the N thern 
neutrals, remains free only on Nazi sufferance. 

It was in the hope of avoiding such threats as are 
now imminent that Scandinavia for generations has 
put its trust in avoiding war by a policy of . the 
most scrupulous neutrality. .Their larger neighbors 
accumulated vast arsenals and drilled hordes of sol- 
diers, but the Northern countries concentrated on 
the social reforms, cultural achievements and dem- 
ocratic inst{tutions that have,won the world’s ad- 
miration. They wanted no part in the game of 
power politics, and they felt that militarization was 
for them a surer guarantee of disaster than of peace. 

A significant episode in the development of this. 
philosophy is recounted in a new book, “Scandinavia: 
Background for Neutrality,” by Alma Luise Olson, a 
correspondent 6f the New York Times and for many 
years a resident of the Northern countries. Agita- 
tion for armament began in Denmark in the ’90s, 
this writer relates. A young journalist coined the 
unusual and fatalistic slogan, “Vad kan det nytta?” 
(What’s the use?), and under that banner, the antl- 
militarists carried the day. Opponents of the new 
alliance plan use arguments that virtually revive 
this watchword. 

These nations have stayed rigorously outside all 
pacts and blocs formed on the Continent. They reso- 
lutely shunned all except trade and arbitration com- 
mitments to other countries. Even an alliance among 
themselves, they felt, would serve notice on the world 
that they recognized potential enemies, a gesture 
to be avoided since “they were trying to create a new 
body politic, a new international humanism.” 

This policy succeeded to the extent of keeping 
Scandinavia out of the World War. After the war, 
the Northern neutrals entered the League of Nations, 
hoping it meant broad application of their own ideals, 
but with misgivings. They distrusted the League’s 
political basis; what they had hoped for was a struc- 
ture of juridical basis, built on law and justice. Their 
forebodings were prophetic. With the League’s break- 
down and the crises that followed, Scandinavia began 
hastily to arm and to discuss the possibility of a joint 
stand against aggression. 

The Scandinavians’ high conception of a peaceful 
world may have been futile, just as their present de- 
fense gesture may be futile. In an international 
structure where the jungle law of “Might makes 
right” is enforced daily, such hopes as theirs have 
proved frail indeed. But these peoples have not been 
mere theorists; they have lived up to principles for 
which the rest of the world was not yet ready. 

Perhaps the day is still far off when a nation need 
not crush its people with a burden of armaments s0 
that sovereignty and independence may be preserved. 
Perhaps it will be a long time before a small nation 
is safe merely because its declaration of neutrality is 
respected. That time is not yet, which highlights 
the great tragedy that the dominant nations are not 
yet so civilized as the Scandinavians have tried to be. 
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REMINDER... 

All lawyers should join in the movement to 
weed out of their profession persons unfit for 
membership.

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THE PRIVILEGE OF CURSING. 

A Chicago Judge has handed down a ruling which 
stamps him a bowler of the deepest dye. And that, 
let us hasten to say, is nothing to his discredit. To 
the emphatic contrary. For a man who has grown 
old in bowling is a man who has achieved a fine 
tolerance, a genuine philosophy, a kindly credo. 

This eminent Chicago jurist had heard the details 
of the grievance which had come before him for of- 
ficial judgment. He was told how a bowler who had 
been having a terrible time finally lost his aplomb 
and delivered an unexpurgated opinion of perverse 
pins, efrant balls, deceptive alleys, the whole art 
and enterprise of bowling, and of bowlers as a group. 
The outburst took on the rhetorical coloring of an 
apostrophe. A couple of chaps in the next alley re- 
sented the remarks. They ganged the orator and 
subsequently found themselves in court. . 

As the law now stands, “a bowler has the right to 
swear when he fails to make a strike, provided, how- 
ever, that the cursing be done gently and addressed 
solely to the recalcitrant and treacherous ball.” 

The sentence is worthy of a Portia. It has in it 
the quality of mercy, of understanding, of a sym- 
pathy fashioned under the hammerings of experience. 
But it ig wretchedly, miserably inadequate. It is 
rank favoritism. It is special privilege. It is sub- 
versive of other people’s constitutional rights. 

The learned Chicago Judge has taken no account 
whatever of the bowler’s partner, or, if a tournament 
player, of his teammates. And they are the true 
sufferers, they are the real victims of their awk- 
ward associate’s ineptness. The finding, we submit, 
should be so expanded as to let the whole alley ring 
with a bristling “Tut! Tut!”

He painted very lovable little children, and then 
turned to the circuses of Montmartre for models. 
Impressionism was the vogue in those days, but

their preoccupation with color. 
hues that were almost monotones. 

It was Cubism, however, that made Picasso a sen- 
sation—the Einstein of painting. According to the 
great critic, Elie Faure, this was synthetic paint- 
ing. It ignored the limitations of time and space, 
and sought to reduce ideas to arabesques, A typical 
example is Picasso’s “Seated Woman,” who is look- 
ing in at least four directions at the same time. 

Such an innovation naturally led to hot dispute. 
It stirred one of those storms that are the life of 
art. Picasso was not so dogmatic that he could 
not turn his back on the experiment, even if he 
did return to abstraction again and again. But it 
was a different story with his less gifted followers. 

Faure, who unlike more recent critics had no very 
great respect for Cubism and abstractions in general, 
believed that Picasso’s influence had become a dan- 
gerous thing. His followers denounced the old merely 
because it was old, and hailed the new merely for 
its novelty. Centuries of experience were repudi- 
ated, and primitive African carvings were placed on 
the pedestal of the Greek. Where one of the great- 
est critics frowns, the layman may be allowed an 
occasional raised eyebrow. 
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BOSS TOM’S TAX SETTLEMENT. 

Citizens who fumed and perspired over their in- 
come-tax returns last week, then dug deep to pay the 
bill, may have felt some ‘sense of grievance over the 
news that the Treasury had let Tom Pendergast off 
with a settlement of 4914 cents on the dollar. The 
total claim was $707,091, and his offer of $350,000 to 
square the account was accepted by the Government. 

This was a bargain on its face, but it should con- 
sole any complainants to consider how much more 
went into the settlement. One item was a prison 
term of a year and a day. Another was a $10,000 
fine. Heaviest charge of all was the dethroning of 
the long-dominant Boss by means of this conviction, 
the ending of the power by which he made and “‘un- 
made public officials, and collected his tribute 
through a host of political and business channels. 
Now Pendergast faces the prospect of paying perhaps 
what remains of his fortune to settle the tax claim, — 

Boss Pendergast has paid a terrific tax bill. 
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ARCHDUKE OTTO IS WILLING. 

Archduke Franz Joseph Otto, the exquisite flower 
of the ancient House of Hapsburg and pretender to 
the non-existent throne of Austria, is visiting this 
country, ostensibly to learn how democracy works. 

Actually, his visit seems to be for the purpose of 
arousing sentiment in America in favor of the crea- 
tion, in the event of an Allied victory, of a Danubian 
empire of which he would be sovereign. This is a 
scheme which is said to be in favor in influential 
quarters in Great Britain and France. 

From a humane point of view, obviously, the rule 
of a benevolent despot would be preferable to the 
Nazi rule of force and terror. But the flow of his- 
tory is not toward a return of the era of the auto- 
crats. It is rather naive to think that the thin bonds 
of a synthetic monarchy could hold in leash the 
economic and social forces which are in ferment in 
Europe today. 

The extent to which the idea of a Hapsburg res- 
toration finds support on the Allied side is merely 
another indication that the war in Europe cannot be 
simplified as merely a contest between democracy 
and Fascism. This conflict is a renewal, with new 
and barbarous performers like Hitler and Stalin, of 
the age-old struggle among the European nations for 
empire. 

It is an ironic commentary on Marse Henry Watter- 
son’s famous World War slogan, “To\Hell With the 
Hohenzollerns and the Hapsburgs,” that a Hapsburg 
today should be feted in America, even at the White 
House.

Democracy, individualism or opportunity are not essence of Amer- 
icanism, writer says, but system of checks and balances; national 
ideal is preservation of rights against arbitrary domination; thinks 
clear view of objective would help solve our economic problems.

the American approach to the econom- 

ic problems that beset us. They are nu- 
merous. They include government and busi- 
ness, government and money, government 
and agriculture, government and labor. 

Not one of these basic problems is set 
tled. <All of them beckon to us for action; 
but, as we face them, we are conscious of 
bewilderment and indecisiveness. The reason 
must be that we are not sure of our own 
national nature and our own social objective. 

Right there, surely, is the start of our 
difficulties. No young man can know what 
career he wants till in some degree he 
knows what he himself is. No nation can 
know what future it wants till it knows its 
own character, its own inner aim. 

Not quite knowing it, we enact many 
laws that we call experimental. That is a 
polite way of saying that we are boarding 
the train without knowing its destination. 
The consequence is that we are always 
waking up and looking out the window and 
cursing the scenery. Perhaps we might re- 
frain *'»m passing more laws till we have 
bought a map. 

What would a map of Americanism really 
show? We are always trying to say it in a 
word or a phrase. We say that American- 
ism is opportunity, or democracy, or indi- 
vidualism and a free economy. Those are 
the three main answers. I contend that all 
three are inadequate and misleading. I sug- 


gest a fourth answer.

Wi are having difficulty in determining 


It cannot be put into one pat word or 
phrase, but I think we can see it working 
out among us day by day. It is this; 

Americanism is an effort to destroy—or, 
at any rate, to diminish—all arbitrary dom- 
inations, public or private. It is an effort 


to replace those dominations with a system 


of balanced governmental powers, balanced 
private rights, balanced economic elements, 
balanced social groups. It is an effort to 
arrive at that end not through a free chaos 
but through ordered law. 

Americanism is opportunity? All right. 
But for what? In the third century a long 
line of Illyrian peasants became Roman Em- 
perors. They had opportunity to become ab- 
solute, In Europe today, the son of a black- 
smith can become a Duce, a house painter 
can become a Fuehrer, the son of a shoe- 
maker can become the dictator of 175,000,000 
people. Is that kind of opportunity Amer- 
icanism? Obviously not.

we Americans are in favor of individualism 
limited: by law? Opportunity limited by 
law. Democracy limited by law. Individual- 
ism limited by law. Thus I come to the 
fourth definition of Americanism: 

It is to be found in the principle of checks 
and balances—the most distinctive contribu- 
tion made by the American mind to the sci- 
ence of government. It is probably no con- 
tribution whatsoever to governmental effi- 
ciency. Look at it! Within the Federal 
Government three independent and often 
jarring factors, the Congress, the courts, 
the President. Then, the powers reserved 
to the states, and, within each state, a sim- 
ilar division of powers. This system of gov- 
ernment is cumbrous, complicated, slow. It 
achieves just one purpose. It prevents uni- 
tary domination of the American people. 

In the economic field, too, we would ex- 
pect the American to try to destroy domi- 
nation and to establish balance, just as he 
has tried to do it in the political field. And 
that, I contend, is exactly what we see him 
doing. He has been trying to prevent eco- 
nomic domination and to establish—by law 
—a system of economic divisions of powers 
and economic checks and balances, 

We do the same thing in the relations 
between labor and capital, and the same 


gropingly, in agriculture. 
* . * 


All these developments—in business, in 
labor, in agriculture—are still very far in- 
deed from perfection. We could bring them 
closer to it, and we could avoid a great 
many detours into excessive governmental- 
isms, if we could just fix our eyes on the 
main simple objective. It is the same ob- 
jective that is sought in the Constitution. 
It is the objective that the American forever 
seeks: to relieve himself of domination and 
to establish, in the economic as well as in 
the political field, a system of checks and 
balances in which domination yields to the 
equal human dignity of all. 

‘We tend—many of us—to resist all new 
laws, good or bad. We resist them pro- 
miscuously and indiscriminately. Then 
they get passed, often also promiscuously 
and indiscriminately, If we had a clear 
conception of Americanism, we would dis- 
tinguish. To the governmentalism that 
dominates us, we would say an eternal No. 
But to the governmentalism that liberates 
and makes our co-operation as equals more

NEW ORLEANS, March 16 (AP).

N order to formulate an opinion 

about the possible outcome of 

the war, it is necessary to first 
answer the question whether it will 
be possible shortly to pacify the 
unfurled fury through a compro- 
mise or whether the war will de- 
velop its devastation and destruc- 
tion to the end. I don’t believe for 
a minute that the pacifist attempts 
of the neutrals (including the mys- 
terious mission of Mr. Sumner 
Welles) will meet success in the 
more or less near future. The con- 
tradictions between the two camps 
are irreconcilable. As great as may 
be Hitler’s conquests in Europe, 
they will not solve the problem of 
German capitslism; on the con- 
trary they only aggravate it. The 
Austrian, Czech and Polish indus- 
tries were added to the German: all 
of them suffered from narrowness 
of national borders and lack of 
raw materials, Further, in order to 
retain the new territories, a con- 
stant tension of military forces is 
unavoidable, Hitler can capitalize 
on his European successes only on 
a world scale. In order to do this 
he must crush France and En- 
gland. Hitler cannot stop. Con- 
sequently the Allies cannot stop 
either if they do not wish to com- 
mit voluntary suicide. The human- 
itarian lamentations and references 
to reason will not help. The war 
will last until it exhausts all the 
resources of civilization or until it 
breaks its head on the revolution.

MR. TROTSKY: 

HE peace programs of both 

camps of this war are not only 

reactionary but also fantastic, 
that is, unrealizable. The British 
Government dreams of the estab- 
lishment of a moderate, conserva- 
tive monarchy in Germany, of the 
restoration of the Hapsburgs in 
Austria-Hungary and of an agree- 
ment of all European states on the 
question of raw materials and mar- 
kets. London would act correctly 
if it first found the secret of a 
peaceful agreement with Ireland 
about Ulster and with India. Mean- 
while we see terrorist acts, execu- 
tions, passive and active resistance, 
sanguinary pacifications, Is it pos- 
sible to expect that a victorious 
England will renounce its colonial 
rights in favor of Germany? Fun- 
damentally England proposes, if 
victorious, a new edition of the 
League of Nations with all its old 
antagonisms but without the old 
illusions. 

With France it is even worse. 
Its economic specific weight is in 
evident contradiction with its world 
position and with the extent of its 
colonial empire. France seeks a 
way out of this contradiction in the 
dismemberment of Germany. As 
if it were possible to turn the clock 
of history back to the epoch pre- 
ceding 1870! The unification of the 
German nation was en inseparable 
result of its capitalistic develop- 
ment. In order to dismember the 
present Germany it would be nec- 
essary to break the backbone of 
the German technique, destroy the 
German factories and exterminate 
a significant part of the popula- 
tion. It is easier to say than to do. 

The program of freedom and in- 
dependence for small nations pro- 
claimed by the Allies sounds very 
attractive but is entirely devoid 
of content. Under an unlimited 
domination of imperialist interests 
on a world scale, the independence 


of small and weak states has as lit-/ 


tle reality as the independence of 
small industrial and commercial 
enterprises under the domination 
of trusts and corporations. (In this 
respect see the statistics of the 
United States.) 

At the same time that France 
wishes to dismember Germany, the 
latter wants on the contrary to 
unify Europe, naturally under its 
heel. Concurrently, the colonies of 
the European states would have 
to be subjected to German rule. 
Such is the program of the most 
dynamic and aggressive imperial- 
ism. The task of the economic 
unification of Europe is in itself 
progressive. However, the entire 
problem is who is to unify, how, 
and what for? One cannot believe 
for one minute that the European 
nations will accept being locked in 
the barracks of National Socialism. 
Pax* Germanica would m un- 
avoidably a new series of bloody 


vive for long the conclusion of the 
peace treaty. Into an abyss fell 
three old and solid firms: the 
Romanovs, the Hapsburgs and the 
Hohenzollerns, with a _ suite of 
smaller dynasties. Clemenceau and 
Lloyd George were swept from 
power. Wilson tnded his days as 
a victim of his crushed hopes and 
illusions. Before his death Clemen- 
ceau foresaw the coming war. Lloyd 
George was doome’ to see a new 
catastrophe with his own eyes. | 

None of the present governments 
will survive this war. The programs 
which are now proclaimed. will 
soon be forgotten just as will their 
authors. The only program that 
the ruling classes will maintain is: 
Save their own skins. 

The capitalist system is in a blind 
alley. Without an entire recon- 
struction of the economic system 
on a European and a world scale 
our civilization is doomed. The 
struggle of blind forces and un- 
bridled interests must be replaced 
by the rule of reason of plan, of 
conscious organization. 

The economic unification of Eu- 
rope is a question of life and death 
for it. The accomplishment of this 
task belongs however, not to the 
present governments but to the 
popular masses led by the prole- 
tariat. Europe must become So- 
cialist United States, if it is not 
to become the cemetery of the old 
culture. A Socialist Europe will 
proclaim the full independence of 
the colonies, establish friendly eco- 
nomic relations with them and step 
by step, without the slightest vio- 
lence, by means of example and 
collaboration, introduce them into 
a world Socialist federation. The 
U. S. S. R. liberated from its own 
ruling caste, will join the European 
federation which will help it to 
reach a higher level. The econ- 
omy of the unified Europe will 
function as one whole. The ques- 
tion of state borders will provoke 
as few difficulties as now the 
question of administrative divisions 
inside a country. Borders inside 
the new Europe will be determined 
in relation to language and national 
culture by free decisions of the 
populations involved. 

Will this seem utopian to the 
“realistic” politicians? To can- 
nibals in their time the giving up 
of human flesh was utopian.

If the war develops to the end; 
if the German army has successes 
—and it will have really great suc- 
cesses—if the specter of German 
rule over Europe will arise as a 
real danger—the Government of the 
United States will then have to 
decide: to remain aloof, permit- 
ting Hitler to assimilate new con- 
quests, multiply the German tech- 
nique on the raw materials from 
the conquered colonies and prepare 
the German domination over the 
entire planet; or to intervene in 
the course of the war to help clip 
the wings of German imperialism. 
I, least of all, am fit to give ad- 
vices to the present governments; 
I am simply trying to analyze the 
objective situation and to draw con- 
clusions from this analysis. I 
think that before the indicated al- 
ternative even the former head of 
the A. R. A. (American Relief Ad- 
ministration) will reject his own 
program of neutrality: It is im- 
possible to possess with impunity 
the most powerful industry, two- 
thirds of the’ world’s gold reserve 
and 10 millions of unemployed. 

Once the United States, ag I 
think, intervenes in the war, pos- 
sibly even this year, they will have 
to bear all its consequences. The 
more serious of them is the explo- 
sive character of the further polit- 
ical developments.

The liquidation of the 
private ownership of means of pro- 
duction is the central historical 
task of our epoch and will guar- 
antee the birth of the new, more 
harmonious society. The act of 
birth, daily observation teaches us, 
is never a “gradual” process but a 
biological _ revolution.

It would be a great mistake to 
think the Socialist revolution in 
Europe or America will be accom- 
plished after the pattern of back- 
ward Russia. The fundamental ten- 
dencies will, of course, be similar. 
But the forms, methods, the “tem- 
perature” of the struggle, all this 
has, in each case, a national char- 
acter. -By anticipation it is pos 
sible to establish the following law: 
The more countries in whieh the 
capitalist system is broken, the 
weaker will be the resistance of- 
fered by the ruling classes in other 
countries, the less sharp a. charac- 
ter the Socialist revolution will as- 
sume, the less violent forms the 
proletarian dictatorship will have, 
the shorter it will be, the sooner 
the society will be reborn on the 
basis of a new, more full, more per- 
fect and more humane democracy.

ECENTLY the ex-Kaiser Wil-

of Bolshevism.” Nobody, of coursé, 
is obliged to take the ex-Kaiser 
too seriously. But in this case he 
expresses with commendable frank- 
nese what others think and pre- 
pare. Mussolini does not. hide his 
designs in this respect. London and 
Paris. strive to acquire the friend- 
ship of Mussolini at the expense of 
the U. S. 8S. R. Washington sends 
to Rome its plenipotentiary. The 
President of the United States, ac- 
cording to his own words, did not 
wish to remain neutral in the 
Soviet-Finnish war. He defended 
Finland and _ religion. Sumner 
Welles has the task of consulting 
England; France, Italy and Ger- 
many, but not the Soviet Union; 
this means consultation—against 
the Soviet Union. Consequently 
there is no lack of forces striving 
to prepare a crusade against the 
U. 8. 8S. R. 

The difficulty of this. tendency 
consists in the fact. that only Hitler 
can wage a serious war against 
the U. S. S. R. Japan could play 
thereby a supplementary role. How- 
ever, at present the German armed 
forces are directed against - the 
west. In this sense the program 
of the ex-Kaiser is not for the im- 
mediate. But if the war lasts— 
and the war will last—if the United 
States intervenes—and they will in-

Buying Late for Early Easter. 

Easter buying for the spring 
wardrobe and household needs has 
begun to make retail business hum 
in many communities, trade reports 
said today. 

After being held back previously 
by wintry storms, the Easter trade 
in hats, shoes, suits, foods and other 
items with a spring flavor finally 
struck a brisk stride the last few 
days, according to reports from re 
tail sources.

Their findings to date include 
three major points: 1. The sup- 
ply of natural food, particularly 
for young growing fish, is inade- 
quate. This is due to lack of 
vegetation or its accessibility 
caused by fluctuating water lev- 
els. 2. Excessive competition for 
limited food supply, resulting in 
abnormally slow growth of fish, 
particularly during the first two 
years. 3. Competition for limited 
food supply increasing as each 
year’s crop of fisn is produced. 

This has resulted in (a) constant- 
ly decreasing growth rate and (b) 
constantly increasing number of 
small, stunted fish. 


Protect the Breeders. 


The suggestions advanced include 
the establishment of spawning 
areas in coves, the most important 
spawning and rearing areas for 
game fish. These areas would be 
closed to all fishing from Jan. 1 
to June 15, inclusive. 

The purpose of closing the coves 
to fishing would be to protect the 
larger game fish, which constitute 
the breeding stock, by preventing 
fishing in the areas where principal 
spawning activities occur, during 
the period when such larger fish 
(breeders) are to be found mostly 
in coves.

That's Bartenders’ Closing - Time 
Cry in Kansas City These Nights; 
Former "Paris of Middle West" Is 
Now Just Another 9 O'Clock Town.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 16. 
HIS’ traditionally  roistering 
gf cow town is as quiet as a coun- 
try churchyard and Gov. Stark 
rings the curfew every night. 

The bright lights are on the 
blink. The “clip joints” have fold- 
ed up. The arc light ladies have 
disappeared. Even the hostesses 
have vanished. 

Gone with the wind are the days 
when all hands winked at closing 
time and travelers from far and 
wide journeyed here to sample the 
varied and vicarious fare of an 
“American Paris.” The, pilgrimage 
of the thirsty and tnose with a 
roving eye has ceased. Once crowd- 
ed hotels are virtually deserted over 
the weekends. 

The roulette wheels are gather- 
ing cobwebs. The galloping domi- 
noes are laid to rest. The bookies 
are on the run. Strip tease dances 
are banned. Closing hours are en- 
forced. There’s nothing to do and 
nothing to see. Night life is in the 
doldrums. Night club owners fade 
from the picture every day. Taxi- 
cab drivers who once coveted the 
night shift are “starving to death.” 
So, too, are tavern entertainers, 
most of them grateful for nickel 
and dime tips. 

In short, the lid is on. Without 
“hostesses” and a “game” or so, the 
night clubs can’t make a living. 
Even the bookies are hard put to 
it, despite surreptitious bets. The 
faithful few hang on, figuring, as 
many others do, that the reform 
pendulum has swung too far, hop- 
ing against hope that a Pendergast 
machine ticket will be elected here 
next month and that conditions 
may “relax.” 

Closing hours, once an amusing 
regulation, now are enforced. Week 
nights at 1:30 the drinks cease flow- 
ing. Patrons must be out at 2 
a.m. Often weary night club own- 
ers bawl, “Gov. Stark says to 
scram.” Drinks may not be served 
later than midnight. on Saturdays 
and the “all out” signal sounds at 1. 

Is it any wonder times are bad? 
One widely known gambler has 
taken his own life. Another has 
gone on relief. Some of the more 
notorious clubs have closed. down, 
others are conducted innocuously. 
The Chesterfield, for instance, now 
is a vacant lot; the Wee Willie 
Winkle has been renamed The Jun- 
gle, is relatively mild. Dantes In- 
ferno has closed down. The Per- 
kins Club has quieted down, Others 
which once ran ribald bars and 
wide-open games are sedately try- 
ing to make a living as quiet bars 
and “hamburg joints.” This old 
town ain’t what she used to be. 

The police department, now 
streamlined, with tan uniforms of 
military cut—and bewildered old 
timers who haven’t sensed what its 
all about—reported to the writer 
the vice squad had gone out of 
business. 

Policemen who once said they 
would be “good cops if allowed to 
be” have their: chance. The pre- 
cinct captain no longer whispers 
the potent word. But some of the 
old-timers, who have “seen ‘em 
come and go,” reserve judgment 
and do what they have always done 
—carry out orders, whether the 
commands originate with the “boss 
or the new era, :

Already, in the few months un- 
der the new regime, false arrest 
suits totaling $760,000 have been 
filed. And when the wide-open 
commercialized vice district in the 
shadow of the handsome Jackson 
County Courthouse here was wiped 
out presumably vultra-respectable 
citizens suavely complained that 
rents on their “dwelling property” 
had been impaired.

W HEN Gutzon Borglum, who is 


affectionately known to his 
fellow American sculptors as 
“the chiseler of Mount Rushmore,” 


was in St. Louis recently he made 


one of the few mistakes of his long 
and well publicized career. He was 
talking with reporters in his suite 
at the Coronado Hotel when a 
photographer came in. The pho- 
tographer began to open his cam- 
era and take out hig flash bulbs. 


“No use doing that,” Borglum 
barked, “I never pose for pictures. 
All newspaper pictures are rotten.” 

He was so emphatic that the 
usual entreaties seemed superflu- 
ous. The photographer, who hadn’t 
even taken off his coat, packed up 
and walked out. Result: no pic- 
tures of Borglum in the papers the 
following day. 


Borglum, who likes nothing bet- 
ter than to see his stern and griz- 
zled face in print, prefers to be 
coaxed into posing. It was proba- 
bly the first time that a photog- 
rapher had called his bluff. The 
next day he was as surprised and 
meek as a debutante when another 
photographer came around. He 
pretended not to notice when a 
whole series of candid pictures was 
taken. 


“I hate all modern publicity,” 
Borglum said on that same visit. 
Which, when said by a celebrity 
and translated into contemporary 
American, means: “I don’t much 
care what you say about me as 
long as you use my name.” 


Breaking into print has served 
Borglum well, ever since that day 
in 1905 when he shocked the clergy 
of New York by modeling two an- 
gels for the Cathedral of St. John 
the Divine as women. When cer- 
tain ministers pointed out that an- 
gels had no sex, Borglum, enraged 
at such Philistine criticism, cracked 
the plaster angels into bits. 


From that day to this, his career 
has been studded with public and 
private battles, leading him pro- 
gressively to larger and more lu- 
crative commissions, until now he 
has virtually completed the most 
monumental piece of all—blasting 
out the faces of Washington, Jef- 
ferson, Lincoln and Theodore 
Roosevelt on the granite face of 
Mount Rushmore near Rapid City, 
Ss. D. 

Since one of his favorite sports 
is taking pot shots at other artists, 
he can hardly become _ sensitive 
when they, in turn, accuse him of 
being a “chiseler” and “dynamiter,” 
rather than a creative sculptor. But 
he has this much on them: his 
Mount Rushmore memorial will last 
as long as the living granite stays 
in place. Because he has almost 
always seized on patriotic subjects, 
he is known to every schoolboy to- 
day. It seems likely that the school- 
boys of future centuries will know 
him, too, if not as an artist, then

And then there is the matter of 
money. Not all sculptors starve 
anymore, as decreed in romantic 
novels. But neither do they make 
a handsome living out of the Gov- 
ernment. Since the Mount Rush- 
more memorial was first proposed 
back in “1925, Borglum has gotten 
about $750,000 in Federal funds, of 
which ;about $200,000 went to him 
and the remainder for. labor and 
materials. In the early days of 
the New Deal he even obtained a 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion loan, of the kind which were 
customarily used to blast frozen 
assets out of banks, not faces out 
of stone. As late as 1938, when 
there was persistent talk of econ- 
omy, he got a $300,000 appropria- 
tion out of Congress.

FTER the incident at the Cathe- 
Aza of St. John the Divine, 

Borglum’s next most news- 
worthy job was the sculpturing of 
a head of. Lincoln, which now 
stands in the rotunda of the capitol 
in Washington, That caused some- 
what of a.furor because it showed 
Lincoln without a beard. But it also 
led directly to his getting a com- 
mission to carve a memorial to 
Confederate heroes on the face of 
Stone Mountain near Atlanta, Ga. 

The Stone Mountain project was 
begun in 1916 but was discontinued 
during the World War. When 
work on Stone Mountain was re- 
sumed in 1923 Borglum became a 
national hero. The Sunday supple-

He Finds Trouble 
Saving Spot for 
Coolidge's Words 


S Borglum continues his 
Mount Rushmore work, he 
is finding it increasingly dif- 
ficult to save a spot for the 
500-word history of the United 
States which Calvin Coolidge 
wrote for him. Borglum gained 
some of his choicest headlines 
by revising Coolidge’s text with- 
out consulting the late Presi- 
dent. At a congressional hear- 
ing last year, Borglum was 
asked about this. 

“Coolidge and I went to work 
on the text,” he said, “and we 
had a. little difficulty about it 
in connection with the use of 
the words ‘freedom and happi- 
ness under the law.’ I had an 
idea that freedom and happi- 
ness was a matter that had 
nothing to do with the law.” 

“You could not have freedom 
unless you had law,” a commit- 
tee member interrupted. 

“Coolidge was urging just 
that,” Borglum answered with- 
out cracking a smile. “But law 
does not apply to me.” 


picturesque man who was to cre- 
ate the “Eighth Wonder of the 
World.” Borglum had been asked 
by the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy to carve merely the 


head of Robert E. Lee on the 
mountain’s face. But when Borg- 
lum saw the facade, he said: “That 
would be like putting a postage 
stamp ona barn.” He suggested a 
quarter-mile long frieze containing 
the portraits of 70 generals and 
statesmen. : 


It was to be a tremendous under- 
taking and Borglum moved tons of 
equipment to Georgia, including a 
gigantic photographic device by 
which he printed pictures of his 
subjects on the mountainside. All 
the contemporary accounts men- 
tioned that Borglum was doing the 
work with no profit to himself. It 
was to be his masterpiece, untaint- 
ed by commercialism. Borglum 
was said even to have refused an 
offer to pay his living expenses. 


The head of Gen. Lee was finally 


unveiled in June, 1924, but the fol- 


lowing February explosive stories 
came out of Georgia. ._Borglum had 
been fired off the job for “inordi- 
nate demands for money not due 
him.” A committee which heard 
Borglum’s side of his row with the 
memorial commission reported that 
the’ sculptor seemed to have “de- 
lusions of grandeur.” Faced with 
obstinate criticism, Borglum did 
the next best thing: in a fit of rage 
he pulverized all models and tore 
up all plans. 

“I destroyed the temporary mod- 
els for the greatest piece of sculp- 
ture in the world’s history,” he 
snorted, “because I believe in the 
right of an artist to his own crea- 
tion. I am ready to rot in jail 
rather than yield this principle.

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EMONSTRATIONS against the 
[esi of Richard Wagner at a 
recent concert of the Colonne 
ra in Paris suggests a whole 
series of painful possibilities to 
those who remember the events of 
Wagner and to a 
lesser extent a number of other 
German composers were elevated to 
the dignity of alien enemies, along 
with Kaiser Wilhelm, Trietschke, 
Yon Hindenburg and the man who 
started the submarine warfare. To 
play the music of German compos- 
ors was a treasonable act—with 
certain exceptions in favor of Bee 
thoven, who was conveniently sup-

on the East Dudgeon station and left them unmo- 
lested. But on this morning as the Nazi planes 
roared by one of the bombers swung back, raked 
the ship’s deck with bullets and circled about sev- 
eral times more to drop bombs. The lightship crew 
launched a lifeboat before the flaming little vessel 
sank. For 12 hours the men rowed in bitter cold 


through rough seas. By midnight all had collapsed 


except the captain and John Sanders. Three hours 
later the boatful of exhausted men neared shore 
only to be capsized into the breakers. Sanders 
alone reached the beach. 

As far as is known in the .United States, the 
Nazis have made no other attacks on lightships or 
lighthouses. World War records reveal that in 1918 
the U-140 shelled and sank the Diamond Shoals 


German submarine that sank the United States Diamond Shoal Lightship off Cape Hatteras in 1918. 
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Lightship off Cape Hatteras after it sent out a wire- 
less warning that the German submarine was in the 
vicinity. The crew escaped. The destruction of this 
United States lightship, one of the most important 
along the Atlantic coast, represented little from the 
standpoint of tonnage but naval authorities pointed 
out that the Germans had scored in their general 
scheme to handicap commerce by any method 
possible. 

In destroying these navigation marks along the 
east coast of England and Scotland, the Nazis also 
face, to a minor extent, the danger of their own 
submarines running aground. Such a fate would be 
in line with the tradition of Bell Rock, preserved by 
Robert Southey in his ballad “The Inchcape Rock.” 

Southey’s ballad, familiar to most school 
children, tells how an abbot fastened a warning 
bell to the bell-shaped sandstone reef off Arbroath, 
Scotland, and how a pirate destroyed it only to be 
wrecked himself on the rock and drowned with all 
his men. The following selected verses from the 
poem tell the story: | 


The buoy of the Inchcape Bell was seen 
A darker speck on the ocean green; 

Sir Ralph the Rover walk'd his deck, 

And he fixed his eye on the darker speck. 


His eye was on the Inchcape float; 

Quoth he, “My men, put out the boat. 

And row me to the Inchcape Rock, 

And I'll plague the Abbot of Aberbrothok.”’ 


The boat is lower'd, the boatmen row, 

And to the Inchcape Rock they go; 

Sir Ralph bent over from the boat, 

And he cut the Bell from the Inchcape float. 


Down sunk the Bell with a gurgling sound, 

The bubbles rose and burst around; 

Quoth Sir Ralph, “The next who comes to the 
Won't bless the Abbot of Aberbrothok.” 


Sir Ralph the Rover sail'd away, 

He scour'd the seas for many a day; 

And now grown rich with plunder'd store, 
He steers his course for Scotland's shore. 


On the deck the Rover takes his stand,

Quoth Sir Ralph, “It will be lighter soon, 
For there is the dawn of the rising Moon.”
